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Commander in Chief in and over his 
AGES Province of South Carolina. 


CHARLES Toten is very glad 
ſituated on a Point or Neck of Land, 
about five Miles long, between two 
Rivers, the one called Cooper River to 
the Northward, and the other 4ſbly Ri- 
ver to the Southward, ſo that there is 
but one Way out of the Town by Land. 

I ſtay'd there till the 10th of January, 
1734, when [I ſet out with an Intent to 
| ſee the Town Savanna, in the Colony 
of Georgia, as likewiſe the New Town- | 
ſhip of Punsbourgh, in the Province of 
South Carolina, accompany 'd by ſeveral 
other Gentlemen, in a Scooner, belong- SH 
ing to Captain Colcoc of Charles Town. 
On the fourth Morning we came within 
Sight of the Iſland of Tyby, which is 2 
Point of Land to the Southward of the 
Bar of Savanna, we ſaw the Pilot-boat 
coming to fetch us in, but the Wind be 
2 ing very fair at E. B. N. and E. N. E, and 
N _ having 
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having at leaſt three Fathom at low Wa- 
ter, we ventur'd in without him : when 
we were over the Bar, we got the Cap- 
tain to order his Boat to be hoiſted out, 
that we might take a View of the Iſland 
of Tyby, where we landed about 10 the 
next Morning: Tyby is a very pleaſant 
Iſland, and has a beautiful Creek to the 
| Weſtward of it, ſo that a Ship of any 
Burthen may lye ſafe at Anchor; we 
ſaw there a Sloop for Barbadoes, which 
was forc'd in by the Badneſs of the Wea- 
ther, we ſtay'd on the Iſland till about 
4 in the Afternoon, where we ſaw great 
Plenty of Dear, but not being acquainted = 
with the Nature of the Woods, could 
not ſhoot any of them. Having got the 


Pilot on board, we went up to Savanna 


| River, and about eight at Night reach'd 
the Town of Savanna, which is about 
10 Miles from the Bar where we were 

very handſomely receiv'd by the Honour-

ny; who is 2 worthy Gentleman, and 
one that has undergone a great many 


Hardſhips in ſetting of ir, and one that 
the Engliſh Nation will always be bound 
to pray for; 'tis to be wiſh'd, all other 


Gentlemen, eſpecially thoſe that have it 
in their Power, would have the Good of 
their Country, and of all his Majeſty's 


Subjects as much at heart, as this Ho- 


nourable Gentleman. S4vanna is a very 
pleaſant Town, being ſituated on a beau- 


eiful Bluff, at leaſt fixty Foot high on 


the ſaid River; it is a fine navigable Ri- 
ver, ſo that Ships of any Burden may 
come up to the Town, and a great many 


Miles above: The Town is very regu- 


larly laid out, and they have now at 


| leaſt forty Houſes in it, they are at pre- 


ſent oblig'd to have all their Things up 


by a Crane from the Water, but I under. 
Mr. Oglethoyp, has laid ſome Scheme for 


another Contrivance ; the Houſes are all 


of them of the ſame Size, that is 22 by 


16: there are ſtill to be ſeen the four beau- 


tiful 
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tiful Pines Mr. Oglerhorp firſt encamp'd 
under, with the firſt forty that went 
over with him, and where he lay himſelf 
for near a twelve-month, till in ſhort it 
was nothing but Raggs, tho even now he 
lays in a Houſe without a Chimney in 
it, and indeed much harder than any of 


the People that are ſettled there. In the 


Middle of the Town they have reſervd 
| a Spot of Land, which they intend to 
build a Church on, as ſoon as poſlible, 
tho they have a Place, at preſent, ſet a- 
part for publick Worſhip on Sunday, 


where the Children are educated all the 
reſt of the Week, they have likewiſe a 


very beautiful publick Store, full of Ne- 
ceſſarys, as Tools, &c. for the poor Peo-- 
ple that come over there, as likewiſe Pro- 
viſions, which are deliver'd out to them 
very regularly; they have likewiſe Con- 
veniencies for all thoſe that come over 
there, till they have built them a Houſe, 
The Honourable Truſtees have a heauti- 
ful Garden hens, confiſting of ten Acres, 
where 
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where a are A great many White Mulberry 
Trees, Vines, and Orange Trees rais'd, 
on purpoſe for the poor People; their 
Lotts in, Town, conſiſt of one Quarter 
of an Acre, but they have other Lotts, 
2 ſmall diſtance out of Town, conſiſt- 
ing of five Acres, which is deſign'd for 
Plantations. I don't in the leaſt queſtion, 
but by the great Aſſiſtance they have had 
from England, which has been laid out 
to the beſt Advantage, and the good Æco— 
conomy of the Honourable Truſtees, it 
will, in a few Years Time, become a flou- 
riſhing Country, the chief Manufacture 
they go upon, is Silk and Wine, and it 
will not be long before they'll bring both 
to Perfection. I think it's the pleaſanteſt 
Climate in the World, for it's neither too 
varm in the Summer, nör too cold in the 
Winter; they have certainly the fineſt 
Water in the World, and the Land is 
extraordinary good: this may certainly 
be called the Land of Canaan, there is 
at preſent, a ſmall Indien Town, within 
hate 
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half a Mile of Savanna, where there 
are ſometimes a great many of the Creek 
Nation, but as the Inhabitants of Sauan- 
na encreaſe, they'll be oblig d to remove 
ſome ſmall Diſtance farther, on ſome Land 


they have reſerv'd for their own Uſe. .1 


ſtay'd there five Days, in which Time, I 
took a particular View of every. Thing 
' worthy Notice. They have a large Guard- 
Houſe, where are ſeveral Guns mounted, 
and they keep Watch Night and Day; 
they have likewiſe begun bullding a large 
Light-houſe, that is to be upwards of 
fourſcore Foot high, and is to be fet up- 
on the Point of Hy liland for Directions 

for Shipping; on the fixth Morning 1 

ſet out from thence, accompany'd by two 

other Gentlemen in a Canoe with four 
Oars, up the ſaid River, and in the Af. 
ternoon reach'd Punsbourgh, which is a- 


bout twentyfour Miles from Savanna. On 


the other Side of the River Punrbourg h 5 
is a very pleaſant Place, being ſituate on 
the North Side of Savanna River, on a 
very 
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very pleaſant Bluff about twenty Foot 
high, The Land thereabouts is, generally 


ſpeaking, very good, but the poor People 
have been unjuſtly cheated of the beſt 
Part of it; I mean that Part lying between 


them and Savanna. It is judg d not to 
be above 14 Miles on a direct Line from 


thence, and 'tis ſuppoſed will not be long 


ere they have a Road cut: tis judged to 


be upwards of two hundred Miles at pre- 


ſent by Land from Charles Town, and 


not above ofie hundred and fixty by Wa- 
ter ; but when the Roads are made paſs- 
able, which they propofe this next 
Spring, *twill then not exceed an hun- 
dred and twenty at moſt, they have alrea- 
dy built at their own Expenſe a very 
pretty Fort, and can mount on Occation 


twenty four Guns. The Town is at leaſt 


one Mile and a Quarter long, but they 
have at preſent only Barracks to lye in; 
but the People ſeem to be very e 
and had they but ſome ſmall ſupply from 
England, *twould ſhortly become a flou- 
riſhing 
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riſhing Place; on the 23d of January, 1 

left Punebourgh, and reach'd Savanna, 
dinner Time, where | was again well 
received by Mr. Oglethorpe, who was 
pleaſed to keep open Houſe for all Gen- 
tlemen comers and goers, ſo long as the 


People had the Happineſs of his Com- 


pany there : On the 24th 1 ſet Our 


in a Peniawger from thence to Charles 
Town, and the wind blowing very hard 


when we came to the Daufisky Sounds, 
which i is the Mouth of the Savanna Ri- 


ver, we were oblig'd to put into Dy 


Creek, where we by as ſafe as in a Mill. 


Pond all that Night, and the next Morn- 
ing croſs'd the Sounds, and having a fair 
Wind at Sou h by Weſt, and going within 
Land, we reachd Port Royal that Night, 
which is about 30 Miles from Sanna; 
but the wind ſtill continuing fair, and 
the Tide ſerving, we had not an Oppor- 


tunity to ſee that Place: the next Night 


we reach'd Morton Town or Bear Bluff, 
Which is a pretty pleaſant Place, but not 

very thick of Inhabitants, paſſing by 
great Bodies of good Land 0 both Sides 
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of us, and ſeveral beautiful Plantation: 
on the 27th we reach'd Charles Town: 
which is about_one hundred and forty

Houſes; about eight the next Morning 
we ſet out from thence, land about nine 


croſſed Childs Berry- Ferry, alias the Straw- 


berry or Cooper River : 3 tis an excceding 


pleaſant Place, being ſituate on the North 
Side of the River, on a fine Bluff, ſo 


that 
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that Ships of any Burthen may come 
cloſe up to the Town, the Men of War 
frequently come up here in the Summer 
Time, for fear of the Norm: tis about 
thirty Miles by Land from Charles Town, 
and about fixty by Water. We ſtay'd 
there about an Hour and a half, and then 
purſu'd our Journey; we rode about ten 
Miles farther on the Road, through an 
open Pine Barren, without ſo much as 
ſeeing any Houſe, where we encamped 
to refreſh ourſelves, making a large Fire 
with Lightwood, and having plenty of 
Proviſions with us, we ſtayed there til! 
_ three in the Afternoon, when we mount- 
ed our Horſes and purſu'd our Journey: 
we rode about four Miles farther, when 
we cãme to a ſmall Tavern on the Road, 
which goes by the Name of Witton's, 
where we drank one Bowl of Punch, 
and enquired how far *twas to the next 
 Houfe on the Road, which they told us 
was about ten Miles farther, which was 
the Place we intended to ſleep at that 
C: 2 * 
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Night. When we came within two 
Miles of the Houſe, my Horſe made a 


full ſtand and immediately dropt down 


dead under me, though he had no Symp- 


toms in the leaſt of any Diſtemper, till 


the Moment he died. We made ſhift as 

well as we could to reach the next Houſe, 
which proved to be one Captain Screens, 
at French Santee on Santee River, where 
we were kindly received by his Wife, he 
not being at Home; the next Morning I 
| was obliged to buy arother Horſe of her 
to purſue my Journey, which coſt me 
_ fifty Pounds. The next Morning about 


ten we left his Houſe, and croſs'd the 


| Santee River, which is a very beautiful 


River, but very liable to overflow, and 


the Freſhes being then ſo very high, we 


were obliged to go at leaſt two Miles in 
the Ferry-Boat, up a large Cypreſs 
Swamp, before we could get to the 


Landing, which is called Je Breys, or the 


Ferry, though it ſeems tis ſometimes fo 
low, that tis not above a quarter of a 


Mile over. = he Land 1s exceeding good 
there- 
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| thereabouts, but the People run great 


Riſques in Planting on Account of the 


Freſhes: we rode about two Miles farther, 


where we came to a large Pine Savannat, 


- when it began to rain very hard. When 
we were about in the middle of the Sa- 
vannat, we ſaw ſeveral wild Beaſts, which 
we rode up to as near as poſſible without 
Danger, which proved to be four Tygers 
and fix Bears, which made off as faſt as 
they could on fight of us; but being wil- 
ling to be fatistied what might be the 
Occaſion of their being there together 
in ſuch an open Place, we rode up to 


the Spot where we firſt ſaw them, and 


found the remains of a young Calf they 
had kilFd, and did imagine by the tram- 


pling of the Grafs they had been fighting 


about it. About a Mile farther we came 
within Sight of a Houſe at a Diſtance, 


through a large Cypreſs Swamp, which 


we were obliged to croſs, but it raining 

| very hard, and thundering very much, 
could not make any body hear us hallow; 
ſo that we then concluded to take every 
one his Horſe, and lead them over the beſt 


we 
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we could: but ſite no Men in the World 


ever met with a worſe Place; ſometimes 
our Horſes would be:over:their Backs, 
and ſometimes ourſel ves up to our Necks, 
but by the Providence of G O D, ve 
got over fafe in about two Hours time, 
though the Place was not above a hun- 
dred Yards thorow. It goes by the Name 


of Cedar Creek, but, they ſay, tis not ſo 
bad at all times, only when the Freſnes 


are up, as tis a Creek out of Santee River; 
but 'tis always bad at beſt. We ſlept 


there that Night at one Mr. Roberts's, whio 


is the Owner of it, who gave us a hear- 


ty Welcome. The next Morning about 
ten we ſet out on our Journey, and ha- 
ving croſsd over the ſix Coſways, which 


is a very remarkable Place, We came at 


laſt to one Lewis's, about twelve Miles 
from his Houſe, and about fifteen Miles 


from George Town in Winneaw: it being 


a ſmall Tavern we called for ſome Punch: Y 


but he had nothing to drink but a little 
Bumboe, which is Rum, Sugar, and Wa. 


ter, and ſome Hominy and Milk, and Po-

next Morning, and by eight came to a 
Bluff belonging to one of the Majors 
Siſters, adjoining to which there was va- 
cant Land, which after having break- 
faſted we took a view of; but it pro- 
ving to be moſtly Pine Barren, and that's 
but very indifferent, and not fit for any 
thing but Tar and Turpentine, we left 
it for the Uſe of others that might have 
Occafion for it : from thence we came 
to another beautiful Bluff, but an Iſland, 
and very ſmall, not being above one 
hundred Acres at moſt, and enquiring 
the Name of it, found it had none; ſo + 
one in our Company named it after his, 
by throwing a Bottle of Rum againſt 
the largeſt Pine Tree, and it goes after his 


| : Name to this Day. We ſlept there that 


Night, and the next Morning proceed- | 
ed on our Voyage, and came to 2 beau- 
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tiful Bluff on P. D. Side, about two 
Miles from the other of the oppoſite 
Side, which we took a particular View 
of, and liking the Situation of the place 
very well, we encamped there, and found 
aà great deal of good Oak and Hickery, and 
the Pine Land very valuable, and a great 
deal of good Cypreſs Swamp, which is 


counted the beſt for Rice; and having 2 
Surveyor with us, one Gentleman * 


Company concluded to run ſome out» 
which he did the next Morning: but 
in the Interim, while we were running 


out the Land, our Companions went up 
the ſaid River in the Boat to look for 


more, leaving only one Bottle of Punch, 
and a Biſket a Piece, promiſing to be 
back again in the A but in 
ſhort, they never came near us that 


Night, nor the next Day, in which 
time we had like to have been ſtarved, 


and not knowing what might be the 


Occaſion of their ſtay, we concluded to 
tye ſome Trees together, and make a 


Barque as the Indians call it, to ford over 


to 
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to the Main, where we might poſſibly 


find a Houſe. But the next Morning 


when we were in the midſt of our 


Work, our Companions came back to us, 
but without one Morſel of Proviſion, 


the Oar's Men having eat it all up, ſo 
that we were then almoſt as bad off as 


before, ſave only our having our Guns, 


- again, which we had unluckily left in 


the Boat. We made ſhift to ſhoot ſome 


Crows and Wood-peckers, which we lid 
on that Day; but enquiring what might. 


be the Occaſion of their ſtaying ſo long, 
they told us one of the Men had ſtrag- 
led out in the Wood by himſelf a ſhooting, 
and it was with great Difficulty they 
found him again. The next Morning 
we went out with an Intent to ſhoot ſome 
Veniſon; but having hunted a conſider- 


able Time, and not meeting with any, 


concluded to return to our Camp; but 


in our return met with a Wolf in full 
chaſe after a Deer, and had the good 
Fortune to kill them both; ſo that we 
had then Proviſions n for two 
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Days longer, which Time we ſpent very 
pleaſantly ; and finding by our Compa- 


nions that there was till a better Land 


higher up, we concluded to ſee ir, truſt- 


ing to our Guns to ſupply us with 


Proviſions, which they did * — 


ly. 


THE next Bluff we came to, Was 
the Bluff on which Kings Town is to 
be ſettled, but there are yet no lnhabi - 


rants; the lower Part of the Townſhip 


is not. above fifty Miles from George 
Town, but the Tide runs ſeventy Miles 
up: it is much the boldeſt River in all 
South Carolina; in a parallel Line with 

the Sea Coaſt, which runs N. E. and S. W. 
and is not above two Miles a- croſs to it in 


ſome places. But the Townſhip is now 


ſettled on P. D. Side, tho it was firſt run 
out, half on one Side, and half on the 
ether; the People have great Advantage 


in ſettling in theſe Townſhips, for they 


pay no Tax for ten Years, nor quit 


Rent, which thoſe that fertle out of them 
are 
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are oblig d to do the firſt Year: the Land 


| mech is, for the Generality, very 


good, and for the moſt Part High Cham- 
pain Land, and is not ſubje& to overflow, 
as a great many of the Rivers do, parti- 
cularly P. O, and Santee, this River runs 
about two hundred and fifty Miles up, 
and heads | in a beautiful Lake. [Vide the 
Particulars in my Travels to Cape Fear.] 
The next Night we encamp'd on Bear 
Bluff, about 3o Miles above the Town- 
ſhip: I think this Tract is much the fineſt 
on all the River; and, I believe, if we had 
had each of us a Warrant, we ſhou'd have 
fell out about the Choice of it : but 


We had neither of us one with us, ſo _ 


were oblig'd to leave it for ſome other. 
That Night we had a very odd Affair hap- 
pened. One of our Men had kill'd a Veni- 
ſon in the Evening, and about 12 07 Clock 
at Night as we were all of us faſt aſleep, 
one of my Companions was wak'd by a 
Noiſe he heard at a ſmall Diſtance from 
him, and as I lay the next to him, he 
{devour to wake me as gently as he 
could 
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could: when I awak'd, he bid me pre- 
ſent my Piece, for he hid juft ſeen ſo ne- 
thing not above fis Yards from him, 
which he did imagin was a Bear; we lay 
in th ture with our Pieces preſented 
to the ſame place where we fiſt ſaw him, 


for near half an Hour, when we heard 
him coming again, and ſoon after ſaw 
him, when we both fird and ſhot him 


dead on the Spot: But inſtead of a Bear, 


it prov'd to be a Wolf, that had ſtole one 


Quarter of Veniſon before, and was juſt 
then come for a Second; and, indeed, 
'twas very lucky for us that we kill'd 
him, or otherwiſe we muſt have come 


to ſhort Allowance. On the 20th of Feb- 
ruary, we ſet out on our Voyage back a- 
gain, and the firſt Night reach'd Xings- 
Town Bluff, where we had the good For- 
tune to kill one Bear, ſome of which we 


barbicu'd for our Suppers. The next 
Morning we fat out from thence, and the 
| fame Night reach'd Major Pauly's, where 


I had the Misfortune to loſe my Pocket- 


Book, with fifteen Pounds in it, but could 
N Se 1 
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not find it again, tho I offer d the Ne- 
groes the Money, ſo I could but have 
my Book. The next Morning we ſat out 
from the Ma jor's, and reach'd George- 
Town the fame Night, where we ſtayd 
two Days 40 refreſh ourſelves, after our 
fatiguing Voyage: on the 20th of Febru- 
_ ary, we ſat out on our Journey to Charles 


| | Town, one of Our Companions Horſes | 


having ſtray'd away in our Abſence, he 
Was oblig'd to borrow another; the firſt 
Night we reach'd Captain Smith's about 
ten Miles from George Town, who is one 
of the Aſſembly in that Province, who 
told us he had got a Warrant, and did 
intend to run out Bear Bluff the next 
Week, but was very much afraid leaſt 
we had been before-hand with him, but 
having aſſured him to the contrary, he 
entertain'd us very handſomely. The 
next Morning we left the Houſe, and 
by Noon reach'd Lewis, where there 
had been a very unhappy Accident the - 
Night before. Two Men being in Liquor, 
they quarrell'd till they came to Blows, 
when 


„„ 
when one had the Fortune, to throw the 
other down; the undermoſt, finding the 
other to be too ſtrong for him, bit of his 


Noſe, which made the other immediately 


let him go; upon which the Fellow made 
his Eſcape, and was not then to he heard 
of. We ſtay'd there two Hours, and hear-. 
ing the Freſhes were riſen very much, 
my Companions did not care to venture 


the ſame way back, but choſe to go over 


at Daubusks Ferry, about eight Miles to 
the N. E. of Le Breys, but deſired me, 
as I had the freſheſt and ſtrongeſt Horſe; 
and one that had been pretty much uſed 
to thoſe Roads, to go the other Way, in 
caſe his Horſe ſhould be gone that Way, 
and ſo we miſs of him, and to meet them 
the ſame Night at Captain Screen's, which 
1 promiſed to do. When I came to Cedar 
Creek, the Freſhes were ſo very high, that 
the People of the Houſe deſired I would 
not venture over there; for that it was 


impoſſible without ſoiming my Horſe, it 


having roſe at leaſt eight Foot the Niglit 
before, but rather to go about two Miles 
= 
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higher up the ſaid Creek, where I might ſee 
a blind ſort of a Path, which they were o- 
blig d to make uſe of ſometimes themſelves, | 
and where I might go over in ſafety 3 
But, happening not to go high enough 
up, miſtook the Path, and was obliged 
to ſwim my Horſe at laſt, and imagin- 
ing by his treding on the Stump of a 

Tree, that he had recovered Ground 


again. The Stump broke, and the Horſe 


Ears, aud *twas with great Difficulty 
we both got out again. I had at leaſt 
five Miles farther to Le Breys; or 'the 
Ferry, and was obliged to ride that in 
my wet Cloaths.

dentally came in three Country Plan- 


ters, who propoſed playing a Game at 
Whiſk, but wanted a fourth to make. up 
a Set, my Landlord not being at Home; 


ſo they deſired me to make one, which I 


did, remembering the old Proverb, No- 


| thing venrure, nothing have; We play? 1 
till two e' Clock in the Morning, in 


which I made ſhift to wir. two Pounds, 
ſeventeen Shillings, and fix Pence. In 
the Morning calling to pay Reckoning and 


Ferriage, it came to two Pounds, ſo that 
I had then ſeventeen Shillings, and fix 


Pence clear. I ſet out from thence about 


fix in the Morning, and at ſeven land- | 
i ed on the other Side, where I met one of 1 
my Companions coming to relieve me, 
imagining, as well they might, that I | 
had pawn'd myſelf, knowing I had not 


one Farthing about me; but when I 


ſhew'd them, the Money I. had, and did

ON the fourth Morning I left Mr. 


Moodward's, accompanied by himſelf, 


- a large Sevanna, calld Godfrey's, 
where he took his Leave of me. 


A Savanna is a large Spot of clear 
Land, where there never was any Tim- 
der grew, and nothing but Graſs, which 
is exceeding good for a Stock of Cat- 
tle, and on which they frequently ſet- 

tle their Cow-pens. This Savanna is a- 
bout one Mile over, and ſeveral in Length 
but being obliged to croſs it, 'twas fo 


very boggy that I could not ride, ſo was 


obliged to drive my Horſe before me, and 
ſometimes tumbling in almoſt up to the 
Middle. When I was got about half 
over, I overtook one Captain Macpher- 
ſon, Captain of the Fort bf Argyle, on

we lay that Night, and there being ſo 
many of us, it was twelve the next Day 
before we all croſsd the Ferry.

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1. 81 hained fo after one ; Lockwood; a 
Barbadihn, who with ſeveral others at- 
tem pted to fettle it ſome time ago; but 
by his cruel Behavior ro the Indians, 
they drove him from thence, and it has 
not been ſettled above ten Years We 
left Lockwood*s Folly about eight the 
next Morning, and by two reach'd the 


Town of Brunſwick, which is the chief 
Town 
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Town in Cape Fear; but with no more 
than two of the ſame Horſes which came 


with us out of South Carolina. We 
din'd there that Afternoon. Mr. Roger 
More hearing we were come, was ſo kind 
as to ſend freſh Horſes for us to come up 
to his Houſe, which we did, and were 
kindly receiv'd by him; he being the 
chief Gentleman in all Cape Fear. His 
Houſe is built of Brick, and exceeding 
pleaſantly ſituated about two Miles from 
the Town, and about half a Mile from 
the River; though there is a Creek comes 
cloſe up to the Door, between two 
: beautiful Meadows about three Miles 
length. He has a Proſpect of the Town 
| of Brunſwick, and of another beautiful 
Brick Houſe, a a building abqut half a 
Mile from him, helonging to Eleazer 
Allen, Eſq; late Speaker to the Com- 
mons Houſe of Aſſembly, in the Pro- 
yince of South Carolina. There were 
. ſeveral Veſſels lying before the Town of 
| agel, but I ſhall forbear giving a

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Deſcription of that Place; yet on the 
20th of June we left Mr. Roger More's, 
accompanied by his Brother Nathaniel 
More, Eſq; to a Plantation of his, up 
the N.W. Branch of Cape Fear River. 
The River is wonderfully pleaſant, be- 
ing, next to Savanna, the fineſt on all 
the Continent. 4 


WE reached the Fotks, | as they call it, 
that fame Night, where the River di- 
vides into two very beautiful Branches 
called the N. E. and the N. W. paſling 
by ſeveral pretty Plantations on both 
Sides; we lodged that Night at one Mr. 
Febu Davis's, and the next Morning, 
proceeded up the N. W. Branch, when 
got about two Miles from thence we 
came to a beautiful Plantation, belong- 
ing to Captain Gabriel, who is a great 
Merchant there, where were two Ships, 
two Sloops, and a Brigantine, loading 
with Lumber from the Weſt Tide es; It 
7 is about twenty- two Miles from the Bar;

THE next Night we came to ano- 
ther Plantation belonging to Mr. Roger 
More, called the Blew Banks, where he 
is a going to build another very large 
Brick Houſe.

Brunſwick; and, indeed, the Town itſelf 
is not much better at preſent : it is that 
which has given this Place ſuch a bad 
Name on Account of the Land, it being 
the only Road to South Carolina, from 
the Northern Part of the Continent, 
and as there are a great many Travellers 
from New Tork, New England, & c. who 
go to Charles. Town, having been aſkd 


what Sort of Land they have in Cape 


Fear, have not ſtuck. out, to ſay, that 
tis all a mere Sand Bank; but let thoſe 
Gentlemen; take a View of the Rivers, 


and they'll ſoon be convinced to the con- 


trary as well as myſelf, who, muſt confeſs, 


| till then was of their Opinion, but now 


am convinc'd by occular Demonſtration,; 


for 1 have not ſo much as ſeen one Foot 
of 
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of bad Land fince my leaying Brunſ. 
wick. About three Days after my Arrival 


one hundred Tons, and upward, from 
South Carolina, to be laden with Corp, 
which is, fixty Miles at Jeaſt from the 
Bar, I never yet heard of any Man who 
was ever at the Head of that River, but 
they tell me, the higher you go up the 
| better the Land, and the River grows 
wider and wider. There are People ſettled 
at leaſt forty Miles higher up, but indeed 
the Tide does not flow, at the moſt 
above twenty Miles higher. Two Days 
after, I was taken very ill of an Ague 
and Fever, which continu'd on me for 
near a Month, in which Time my Com- 
panions left me, and returned to South 


Carolina. When I began to recover my 
Health a little, I mention'd to Mr. More 


at Mr. More's, there came a Sloop of 5 


the great Deſire I had to ſee Waccamaw 


Lake, as I had heard ſo much Talk of it, 
and had been myſelf a great Way up the

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the Country, I could not be above twenty. 
Miles from thence, he told me he had 
a Negro Fellow, who he thought could 
carry me to it, and that he would ac- 
company me himſelf, with ſome others 
of his Acquaintance. On the 18th of 
Fuly we ſet out from his Houſe on Horſe- 
back, with every one his Gun, and took 
the Negro with us. We rode about

when we came to another Cane Swamp, 
where we ſhot a large She-Bear and two 
Cubs. It was ſo large that it was with 
great Difficulty we got thro' it: when 
we got on the other Side it began to rain 
very hard, or otherwiſe, as far as I know, 
we might have ſhot ten Brace of Deer, for 
they were almoſt as thick as in the Parks in 
England, and did not ſeem to be in the leaſt 
afraid of us, for I queſtion much whether 
they had ever ſeen a Man in their Lives 
before, for they ſeem'd to look on us as 
amaz d; we made Shift as well as we 
could to reach the Lake the ſame Night, 
| but had but little Pleaſure, it continuing 
to rain very hard, we made a large Fire 
of light Wood and ſlept as well as we 
could that Night, The next Morning 
we took a particular View of it, and 1

-I aw in my Life: It is at leaſt eighteen 

Miles Round, lurrounded with exceed- 
ing good Land, as Oak of all Sorts, 
 Hickery, and fine Cypreſs Swamps : there's 
an old Indian Field to be ſeen, which 
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ſhews it was formerly inhabited by 
them, but I believe not within theſe 


50 Years, ſor there is ſcarce one of 
the Cape "Nap Indians, or the Waccu- 


maus, that can give any Account of it. 


There's - plenty of Dear, wild Turkeys, 
Geeſe and Ducks, and Fiſh in Abun- 
dance we ſhot ſufficient to ſerve 40 Men, 


tho there was but fix of us, we went al- 
moſt round it, but there is on the N. E. 


Side a {mall Cypreſs Swamp ſo deep that 
we could not go thro it; we return'd 
back again on a direct Line, being re- 
ſolved to find how far it was on a ſtreight 


| ' Courſe from the N, W. Branch of Cape : 


Fear River, which we found did not ex- 
ceed 10 Miles. We return'd back to 
Mr More's that fame Night, having fa- 


5 tisfied our Curioſity, and the next Morn- 


ing ſet out with an Intent to take a View 
of the N. E. Branch, on which there is 


a great deal of good Land, but not in 


my Opinion, for the Generality, ſo good 
as on the N. W. but I think the River 
is much more beautiful. We lay that 
firſt Night at New Town, i in a {mall Hut, 

. 2 an! 
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and the next Day reach'd Rocky Point, 
which 1s the fineſt Place in all Cape Fear. 
Thereare ſeveral very worthy Gentlemen 
ſettled there, particularly Col. Maurce 
More, Capt. Herne, Fobn Swan, Eſq; and 
ſeveral others. We ſtay'd there one 


Night, and the next Morning ſet out 


on Horſeback to take a View of the Land 
backwards, imagining that there might 
be only a Skirt of good Land on the Ri- 
ver, but Pm ſure I rode for above 20 


Miles back, thro' nothing but black Wal-. 
nut. Oak and Hickery : we returned the | 
ſame Night to Rocky Point, and thenext | 


Morning ſet out for a Plantation be- 
longing to Mr, Fohn Davis, within 


ſix Miles of Brunſwick; where I was a 
ſecond Time taken ill, ſo that I thought 


I ſhould have dy'd; but by the Providence 


| of God, and the Care of good Mrs. Davis, | 
I recover'd in a Fortnights time, ſo that! 


was able to ſet out on my Journey to 


South Carolina. I took leave of that wor- | 


thy. Family on the 10th of Auguſt, when 
| the was ſo kind as to force me to take a 
Mo Bottle 
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Bottle of Shrub, and ſeveral other Things 
with me; I reach'd Mr. Roger More's the 
ſame Night, where I was again handſome- | 
ly received, but being reſolv'd to ſet out 


on my Journey the next Morning, he ge- 
nerouſly offer, d me a Horfe, to carry me 


to the Houſe where I was oblig'd to leave 
mine on the Road, as likewiſe a Ser- 


vant to attend me, which I refusd. 
 T left his Houſe the next Morning, be. 
ing the 11th of Auguſt, at half an Hour 


after ſeven, and reach'd Brunſwick by 


eight, I ſet out from thence about 9, and 


about four Miles from thence, met my 


Landlord of Lockwood Folly, who was in 


hopes I would ſtay at his Houſe all Night. 


About two I arrived there with much Dif- 
fliculty, it being a very hot Day, and my 
ſelf very Faint and Weak, when I called 


for a Dram, and to my great Sorrow found 


not one Drop of Rum, Sugar, or Lime- 


juice in the Houſe (a pretey Place to 


ſtay at all Night indeed) ſo was oblig'd to 
make uſe of my own Bottle of Shrub, 


which made me reſolve never to truſt the 
XY 5 _ Country 
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TY Country again on a long Journey, about 


five I ferry*d over in order to proceed to 
Captain Herne's; but about half way be- 
tween that and Charlotte met him going 
to Brunſwick, about eight I reach'd little 
Charlotte, where I waited for the Ferry 
Boat till nine, in which time I had like 
to have been devoured by Muskeetoes ; 
about half an Hour after I arrived at G 
tain Herness, and thank God met with 
good Entertainment. I ſlept very well 
.all the Night, and in the Morning about 
ten ſet out on my Journey to Little 
| River, and reached there about three, 1 
met with a very prating Fellow there, 
that diverted me very much. I immedi- 
ately ordered my Horſe to be got ready, 
but to my great Grief found him in a 
worſe Condition than when I left him, 
the Negroes having rode him to that 
Degree without a Saddle, that he had 
a Swelling in the Middle of his Back 
as big as my double Fiſt, which hindred 
my proceeding in my Journey that 
Nigat as I intended, but by -applying 
__ Things 
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Things to his Back, it broke before 
Morning, which in ſome meaſure eaſed 
him. At 7 the next Morning I left his 
Houſe, and by 8 reach'd the Long Bay. 
When I was about half way over theBay, 
1 intended to ſtop at the next Spring and 

take a Tiff of Punch; but by ſome un- 
fortunate Accident, I know not how, 
when I came within Sight of the Spring, 
my Bottle unluckly broke, and I loſt eve- 
ry drop of my Shrub; but examining my 
Bags, 1 accidentally found a Bottle of 
|  Cherry-Brandy, with ſome Ginger-bread, 
and Cheeſe, which I believe good Mrs. 
More order'd to be put up unknown to 
me. Idrank two Drams of that, not be- 
ing willing it ſhould all be loſt in caſe it 
ſhould break, and mounting my Horſe 

took ſome Gingerbread and Cheeſe 
in my Hand, and purſu'd my Jour- 

ney, and by 11 reach'd Bulloyns, or the 
end of the Bay, by 8 I reach'd Mur. 
rels, where J met with plenty of Rum, . 


Sugar, and Lime-Juice, and a good Paſ- 


ture for my Horſe, but no Corn. The

next Morning I ſet out from thence, and 
by Noon reach'd Maſters's or Winneaw 
Ferry; but the Ferry Boat being gone a 
drift could nor get over till near 10 at 
Night, after I had ſupp'd upon a wild 
Turkey. The next Morning ] ſet out 
from Shingleton's, or the Ferry on the 
other Side, and the ſame Night reach'd 
Daubur he; the next Morning I ſet out 
from thence, and about two Miles from the 
Houſe met with a Poſſum, which is very 
like a little Pig; it has a falſe Belly, 
fo that when they have young Ones if 
you fright them, they immediately run 
into the Bag which cloſes up imme- 
diately. I reack'd Vittons by Noon, and 
had my Poſſum dreſs'd for Dinner; the 
| fame Night I reach'd Mr. More's in Gooſe 
Creek, and the next Night I arrived at 
Charles Town on the 7th Day of Auguſt, 
where remain'd till the 23d of November, 
when I ſet fail for England, and arriv'd ſafe 
in London, on the 3d of Januar, 1734-5. 
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Curious Account of GEORGIA. 
By an Honourable Perſon. 


T HERE ſeems to be a Door opened to 
our Colony, towards the Converſion 
of the Indians. I have had many Conver- 
ſations with their chief Men, the whole 
Tenour of which ſhews that there is nothing 
wanting to their Converſion, but one, who. 
underſtands their Language well, to explain 
| to them the Myferies of Religion; for as to 
the moral Part of Chriſtianity they under- 
Rand it and do aſſent to it. They abhor 
Adultery, and do not approve of a Plurality 
of Wives, Theft is a Thing not known among 
the Creek Nations, tho' frequent, and even 
honourable, amongſt the Uchees. Murder they 
look on as a moſt abominable Crime, but 
do not eſteem the Killing of an Enemy, or 
one that has injur'd them, Murder. The 
Paſſion of Revenge, which they call Honour; 
and Drunkenneſs, which they learn from our 
Traders, ſeem to be the two greateſt Obſta- 
cles to their being truly Chriſtians: But upon 
both theſe Points they hear Reaſon, and with 
reſpect to drinking Rum, I have weaned thoſe 
near me a good deal from 3 it. As for Revenge, 


they lay, as they have no executive Power of, 
I Juſtice 
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juſtice amongſt them, they are forced to kill 
the Man who has injured them, in order to 
Pre vent others from doing the like; but they _ 
do not thinkthat any Injury, except Adultery, 
or Murder, deſerves Revenge. They hold that, 
if a Man commits Adultery, the injur'd Huſ: 


band is oblig'd to have Revenge, by cutting 
off the Ears of the Adulterer, which if he is 
too ſturdy and ftrong to ſubmit to, then the 
injured Husband kills him the firſt Opportu- | 
nity he has to do it with Safety. In Caſes of | 
Murder, the next in Blood is obliged to kill | 
the Murderer, or elſe he is looked on as infa- 
mous in the Nation where he lives; and the 


Weakneſs of the executive Power is ſuch, that 2 


here is no other Way of Puniſhment but by 


oy Revenger of Blood, as the Scripture calls 


it. For there is no coercive Power in any of 
ile Nations. Their Kings can do no more 
than to perſuade, All the Power they have 
is no more than to call their old Men and 
Captains together, and to-propound to them 
the Meaſures they think proper. After they 
have done ſpeaking, all the others have Liber. 
ty to give their Opinions alſo; and they reaſon 
together with great Temper and Modeſty, till 
they have brought each other into ſome una- 


nimous Reſolution : then they call in the 1

inſult them when drunk, the Indian ſoontd be w hipt 
for it. When you are drunk you are quarrelſome, 
and you know yeu love to be drunk, but you don't
